miitnre will not lie effective enough 
to deatroy the peach inildew which ..<• 
our* in that State Bordeaux imxtnio 
i* a good application to kill »|w»ree, 
lint it will not atop the mycelial 
growth ol al) fungi. 

The following formula u uaed l'n- 
ala ted lime, 40 non tula; anlphur, 20 
pound*; atoek nail, 1ft pound* water 
to make AO gallona Dace 10 pounda 
of lime and 20 potiuda of sulphur in a 
boiler with 20 gal Iona of wet* r anil 
boil over a brisk lire for an hour and 
a half, or until the sulphur ia thor¬ 
oughly dissolved. Wheu thia take* 
place the nmlnre will be of an amber 
color. Neil place in a cask 50 pound* 
of nnalaked lime, pouring uier it 
enough hot water to thoroughly alake, 
and while it ia boiling add the 1ft 
pound* of aalt Whin tin* isdiatclvrd 
add to tbo lime and anlphur in the 
boiler and cook for half an hour 
longer, when the necessary water to 
make the AO galloon ahonhi bo added.
